The Coffee County 
Commission broke the Monday, 
Sept. 10, regular meeting’ into 
two sessions resulting in a short 
morming session and an 
extremely long afternoon ses- 
sion. 

During the morning session of 
the meeting, Debbie Kasper 
addressed commissioners on 
behalf of Girl Scouts. She said 
the Girl Scouts organization is 
looking to use the farm center 
complex on April 5, 2008 for a 
“Thinking Day Ceremony.” She 
said the ceremony will be 
approximately 3-4 hours. 

Kasper said there are current- 
ly 10 Girl Scout troops in Coffee 
County. She said officials hope 
to have even more real soon. 

With Girl Scouts being a non- 
profit organization, Kasper said 
the group was trying to get the 
farm center for as low a fee as 
possible. 

Commission chairman Jim 
Thompson made a motion with 
a second from Commissioner 
Robert Stephens to allow the 
Girl Scouts use of the farm cen- 
ter on April.

During the morning, commis- 
sioners also approved a bid for a 
compactor repair to Thompson 
Tractor Co. at $26,768, voted to 
adopt new subdivision regula- 
tions and gave county engineer 
Randy Tindell permission to 
purchase a boom-cutter head. 

Approximately 30 minutes 
into Monday’s meeting, it was 
recessed until 1:30 in the after- 
noon. After reconvening, com- 
missioners voted almost imme- 
diately to go into executive ses- 
sion to discuss pending litiga- 
tion with an attorney. 

Approximately an hour and a 
half later, the meeting was 
reopened, and the focus turned 
to the Fiscal Year 2008 budget. 

While discussing ways to 
make the budget balance, 
missioners and’ county adminis- 
trator Kathy Lolley spent a great 
deal of time Monday looking 
over the sheriff department’s 
budget. 

Commissioner Linda 
Westbrook specifically noted a 
oolicaih Bhé Aad With the sher- 
iff’s budget including a helicop- 
ter.

Elba City Council begins looking 


at budget for Fiscal Year 2008

The Elba City Council 
approved payment of ‘the 
monthly bills Monday evening. 
That motion and one to adopt a 
state resolution on a one-time 
pay boost for retired employees 
were the only two items requir- 
ing a vote of the council. 

However, things could get 
tense for the next couple of 
meetings as the mayor and 
council attempt to hammer out a 
balanced budget for the coming 
fiscal year which begins on 
October 15¢. Mayor James 
Grimes presented council mem- 
bers with a draft budget for their 
review and set a workshop for 
next Monday evening at 5:30 to 
discuss the proposal line-by- 
line. 

The mayor did explain that 
his proposal includes a small 
pay raise for all city employees. 
It also reflects increased cost of 
health insurance for city 
employees, 

The monthly bills totaled 


$85,902.75. This included the . 


usual transfers to the Elba 
schools, $6,874.20 for gasoline, 
$15,557.64 for a loan payment 
to the bank and $6,837.47 for 
insurance premiums. 

The council officially adopted 
a resolution from the State of 
Alabama retirement funds 


approving and funding a one- 


time extra payment to all retired 
employees. The actual cost to 
the City of Elba will be $2,343. 
It covers 10 retired employees. 

Police Chief Freddy Hanchey 
told council members that oper- 
ations within the department 
were routine with citations and 
arrests slowing down some from 
previous months. 

Grimes briefly discussed the 
monthly financial statement, 
noting that income is below 
budget amounts, but expenses 
have been cut enough to take 
care of the shortfall. He noted 
the income drop can be directly 
traced to a $200,000 drop in 
grants and the city having not 
yet received projected $55,000 
in financial institutional fees. 

City Clerk Wayne Grantham 
noted the stripping on U.S. 84 is 
almost complete, clean up 
efforts are ongoing, work on the 
former Beaver Dam Trailer Park 
continues as the airport work 
moves forward and the city con- 
tinues with the demolition work 
across from Dorsey Trailers.

October. He said the total cost to 


send the two officers will be 
approximately $10,620. 

Council member Jeff White 
made a motion with a second 
from council member Richard 
Driskell to send the two officers 
to the police academy. All coun- 
cil members voted in favor of 
the motion. 

Chief Grimes said the two 
officers have agreed to sign a 
service contract with New 
Brockton prior to completing 
the academy. 

Shortly after the police chief 
presented his monthly report, 
town resident Ricky Strickland 
addressed council members on a 
couple of issues — one pertain- 
ing to the police department. 

In regards to routine driver's 
license check stops conducted 
by the New Brockton Police 
Department, Strickland said he 
wanted to know exactly who has 
the right to check driver’s 
license, More tothe point, 
Strickland expressed a concern 
about reserve officers being uti- 
lized at the checkpoints and how 
much authority the reserve offi- 
cers are being given. 

Strickland said it is his under- 
standing that reserve officers 


can only-chetk a driver’s license 
when a certified officer is also 
present. He expressed concern 
over a recent driver’s license 
check on Hwy. 84 when there 
appeared to be more reserve 
officers present than . certified 
officers. 

Strickland also wondered if 
the reserve officers are being 
paid with grant funds for. the 
checkpoints, In addition, he 
questioned if the reserve offi- 
cers were being allowed to drive 
police cars as well. 

Chief Grimes responded to 
Strickland’s concerns/questions 
He said the reserve officers are 
not being paid for working the 
license checks. He said they are 
volunteering their time and only 
the certified officers are paid 
with the grant funds that allow 
the department to hold the 
license checks. 

Grimes also recalled the par 
ticular license check in which 
Strickland said he drove through 
when there seemed to be more 
reserve officers than certified 
officers, Grimes said he was the 
only certified officer on scene at 
the time; however, he also said 
the reason was that some arrests 
had been made earlier in the 
evening and the other officers

Editorial comments in the New York Times on Monday of this week 
address the conviction and jailing of former governor 
Don Siegelman and a case almost the same in Wisconsin. The major 
difference in the two cases is the Ms. Thompson in Wisconsin 
refused to testify against the state’; Democratic governor, contend- 
ing he had not broken any law”, Frankly we were flattered to read 
something in that opinion piece which could have been an exact 
quote from something we wrote months ago. It reads: “Elected offi- 
cials, from, the president down, appoint people who contribute 
directly to their campaigns . . ...”. This matter is making headlines 
again at this time because of public hearings underway on Capitol 
Hill. A woman who has submitted signed statements of discussions 
in Alabama, which she says included members of Governor Riley's 
family, will be testifying under sworn oath at these Washington 
hearings. Both Republican and Democrat legislators are being 
allowed to question her. The Justice Department has’ already 
angered some members of Congress by refusing to turn over their 
files on the court proceedings in the Siegelman case. Even if they 
are correct and/or justified in this refusal it sure doesn’t look good 
in the court of public opinion. In the Wisconsin case, an appeals 
court overturned the conviction and the woman was released from 
prison. In the Alabama case, Don Siegelman is still sitting in jail. 
Another quote from the Times editorial reads, “But the Siegelman 
and Thompson cases are a reminder that when the power of the 
State to imprison people is put in the wrong hands, lives can be 
ruined and democracy can be threatened.” It will probably be left 
to history to decide if the jailing of our Alabama friend was justified 
or if it really is a matter of “power in the wrong hands”, We don’t 
like either one of those conclusions. 


As we have noted in this column before, The Elba Clipper bought 
some new computers last month, Of course we always want them to 
be'“‘modern” for as long as possible so usually buy at the top of the 
price range. Well guess what . ... . the new smell was not off these 
“best” computers before Apple was announcing upgrades - more 
powerful, etc. and for the very same prices we paid! It is a given that 
a computer you buy today will be obsolete next month, but this was 
a bit insulting. Yet if we-stay around long enough, the same thing is 
sure to happen again. 


It is surprising, but the facts don’t lie. Right here in Elba we have 
had more rain this year than last year! A quick scan of the month- 
ly/yearly rainfall report from the Choctawhatchee, Pea Watershed 
Authority shows Elba getting a total of 31.36 inches of rain in 2007. 
That compares with 24.64 for the same eight month period in 2006. 
Looking at the monthly breakdowns, it was a very wet April, almost 
nothing in May, normal in June and terrible in August. August 
would have been much worse, except for some good rain at the end 
of the month. Without actually using an adding machine, it looks as 
if this year would have equaled last year if it were not for getting 
over nine inches of rain in April. Of the 17 sites monitored by Choc 
Pea, only two showed any drop in rainfall totals for the year. Those 
were in Barbour County and in Covington County. Interestingly, the 
New Brockton gauge recorded the. most rainfall of the area with a 
total of 37.36 inches in the eight month period.

To this day, many of Burr's plans remain 
unclear, although by the fall of 1806, it was 
clear to Wilkinson that the plan had little 
chance of success, Hoping to save himself, he 
sent a letter outlining the conspiracy to 
President Thomas Jefferson. While Wilkinson 
did not name either Burr or himself, much of 
the information was already public knowledge. 


Jefferson went to Congress, who supported 
the President and a charge of treason was laid 
against the former Vice-President, Burr was 
arrested in early 1807 and sent to Richmond 
to stand trial before Justice John Marshall, the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court.

The result 
of his trial established a definition for treason 
that continues to be used by the courts to this day. 


After completing his term in 1805, Burr tray- 
eled throughout the Louisiana territory pro- 
moting a scheme to create a new country that 
would include part of the newly purchased 
Louisiana territory.

However, I did assure her 
grades are her number one priority, and to make certain all the out- 
side activities don’t take away from studying. 


The Elba Tigers grabbed a big early-season win in the region last 
week by rolling past Headland 28-6, in Headland. The Tigers had 
chances to put the game away throughout the contest, but failed to 
cash in on three scoring opportunities, committed four turnovers 
and were flagged for over 100 yards in penalties. The offense had 
little trouble moving the football up and down the field, and was led 
by sophomore Carlos Matias. The super soph gained 232 yards 
rushing and scored 3 touchdowns, and also pulled in 3 passes for 27 
yards, Quarterback Trey Martin went over the 100-yard mark for the 
second straight week, but the passing game was still a little out of 
sync, and needs to get better to keep opponents from stacking the 
line to stop Matias. The Elba defense got after Headland for all four 
quarters and was in almost complete command. Senior Demetrio 
Tyson continued to be a dominating force and appears to be a true 
stopper up front, while Bobby Hudson had another big night and 
may be the most under-rated player on the defensive side of the ball. 
Another player that stepped up last week was Don Rhoades. 
Rhoades returned a punt 48 yards in the second quarter to set up the 
Elba offense at the Headland 15-yardline, and later had.a 31-yard 
return wiped out by a penalty. Elba’s kicking game has been lacking 
in recent years, but Rhoades may give the Tigers an added weapon 
that could make the difference in close games. I’ll admit Headland 
wasn’t very good and was a little short on athletes. However, the 
attitude and effort shown by the Elba players after last week’s loss 
to Brantley was great to see, and gives Tiger fans HaPER for even 
more wins. 


The second week of the season is now in the books, and while the 
Brantley Bulldogs posted yet another lopsided region win, the coun- 
ty teams all struggled and came out on the short end of a combined 
score of 154-13. Here’s a look back.... 

*** Brantley (2-0) — The Bulldogs overcame having four touch- 
downs called back on penalties to easily dispose of Pleasant Home 
42-13. Brantley scored almost at will in claiming its second win of 
the season, and after two weeks in looks like the Bulldogs might just 
be good enough to post another undefeated region record and be a 
team to watch in the post-season. 

*** New Brockton (1-1) — The Gamecocks had high hopes of a 
region win last week against Wicksburg, but someone apparently 
lost the key:t6 the coop as they never even put up a fight in a 42-7 
setback. New Brockton is much improved in some areas from years 
past, but the Gamecocks still must play their best to have a chance 
at winning, no matter the opponent. Consistency will be the key to 
the Gamecocks’ season, and needs to come very soon, 

*** Zion Chapel (0-2) — The Rebels remained winless on the 
early-season with a 47-6 loss at home to Ariton, and all of the sud- 
den it looks like.the Rebels are looking like a team that will have to 
pull off an upset if they are to win a game. The Rebels have shown 
they can move the football, but have had problems reaching the end- 
zone, and that is the only way to score in football. There is a lot of 
season left to work hard and improve, and that is the bright spot up 
at Jack. 

*** Kinston (0-2) — The Bulldogs felt good about the season after 
a hard fought loss in the season opener, but saw the wheels come off 
the wagon last week in a 65-0 loss to McKenzie. Kinston has never 
enjoyed a lot of success on the football field and lacks the confi- 
dence it takes to be a big winner. However, the Bulldogs do have 
some players that are capable of making big plays, and those play- 
ers must provide the leadership if the ‘Dogs are to win some games 
this season.

*** Opp improved to 2-0 on the young season with a 28-0 win 
over Alabama Christian.

*** Florala remained unbeaten with a wild 38-32 win over 
Providence Christian. The Eagles and Wildcats were tied with only 
seconds left in the game, and Providence Christian lined up for a 
short field goal that would win them the key region game. However, 
Florala blocked the field goal and returned the block for a touch- 
down to escape with the win. 

*** Highland Home scored with less than a minute left on the 
clock to outscore Goshen 50-46. The score was 16-14 at the half, but 
the two region rivals combined to score 66 points in the second half 
in a game that lasted almost three and one-half hours, Oh well, | 
guess all the scoring at least kept the fans awake as the clock moved 
toward 10:30 PM, 

*** Pike County made it look easy in a 39-7 romp past Geneva. 
The Panthers handed the Bulldogs their only loss a year ago on Pike 
County's roll to the state title, and Friday night the ‘Dogs made it 
known they are more than ready to defend their title and light up the 
scoreboard at the same time. Up in Pike County the Bulldogs’ bite 
is always bad to the bone. 

*** And, in other action worth noting, had no prob- 
lems in blasting the toothless Tigers of Dothan High 34-0, Eufaula 
bounced back from an opening loss with a 52-0 win over Rehobeth, 
Red Level got shelled 50-8 by Flomaton, Luverme bounced back 
with a 28-13 win over Horseshoe Bend, T.R, Miller got its first win 
of the season with a 28-6 victory over Southside of Selma, and 5A 
#1 St. Paul's got run off the field in a 40-7 loss to Williamson.

The Elba Tigers will continue 
their early-season road trip 
Friday night when they travel to 
Midland City for an important 
region battle against the Dale 
County Warriors.

Dale County, coached by 
Todd Horne, posted a 4-6 record 
last season after failing to win a 
game in 2005, and things are 
definitely looking up for the 
once-prod Warriors. 

“We've got a lot more kids 
out,” said Coach Horne in a pre- 
season interview,, “and the kids 
are a lot older and more experi- 
enced, There were a lot of close 
games last season and we could 
have ended up 6-4, or easily 
ended up 0-10.The kids got a 
taste of how their hard work 
pays off, and they want to take 
the next step and make the play- 
offs and have a winning sea- 
son.”

“These kids want to go to the 
playoffs. That is what we are 
shooting for.” 

“Last week was a big region 
win on the road,” ‘said Coach 
Rials, in his fourth years at. the 
Elba helm. “We had chances to 
put Headland away in the first 
half, but shot ourselves in the 
foot with mistakes and _ this 
week we will have to cut out the 
penalties and turnovers if we are 
to go 2-0 in the region: We have 
turned the ball over seven times 
in two games, and we simply 


aren't good enough to win mak- 
ing those kind of mistakes. This 
week we need to protect the ball 
and score points when we get 
the chance. Dale County will try 
to keep the ball away from our 
offense, and that will make 
every possession very impor- 
tant. We need to be a little more 
effective passing to open up the 
running game, and will have to 
be physical in the offensive line.

| Elba Tigers slam 
+ Headland 28-6

‘The Elba Tigers broke into the win column Friday night with a big 
28-6 win over the Headland Rams, in Headland, 
The win evened the Tigers record at 1-1, 1-0 in region play, while 
the loss dropped the Rams record to 0-2, 0-1 in region competition. 
Elba fumbled the ball away on its first play from scrimmage in the 
key region contest, but came to'life on its second offensive posses- 
sion as the Tigers marched 70 yards to reach the Headland 10-yard- 
line. Trey Martin completed two passes for 21 yards to help lead the 
Tigers downfield, while Carlos Matias gained 63 yards on 8 carries 


and pulled in one pass for a 10-yard gain. Elba faced a fourth down 

and two at the Headland 10 on the twelve play of the drive, but saw 

the drive end as Martin missed his target with a fourth down pass.

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EEE detected in Escambia County 


The Escambia County Health 
Department announced that two 
horses from Escambia County 
tested positive for Eastern 
Equine Encephalitis (REE) dur- 
ing August. A third horse in 
Escambia County tested posi- 
tive for EEE in February of this 
year, 

Mosquito borne viruses have 
also been reported in neighbor- 
ing counties. Baldwin County 
has reported one probable 
human case of EEE, and two 
EEE positive sentinel chicken 
flocks, Mobile County has 
reported one probable human 
case of West Nile Virus (WNV), 
and four EEE positive sentinel 
chicken flocks. Washington 
County has reported three hors- 
es tested positive for EEE, 

“As we move from summer 
into the fall of the year many 
people are continuing to enjoy 
outdoor activities, it is impera- 
tive that residents take every 
effort to reduce their exposure to 
mosquitoes,” said Escambia 
County Health Department 
Environmentalist Jason 
Gurganus. “Keep your mosquito 
repellent with you at all times 
when you are working or recre- 
ating outdoors.” 

EEE, West Nile - Virus 
(WNY), and other mosquito- 
borne viruses are transmitted 
from bird to mosquito to bird. 
Occasionally, when bird hosts 
are scarce, or mosquito popula- 
tions increase, the same mosqui- 
toes will take blood from mam- 
mals, including horses and 
humans, Humans and horses can 
sometimes become ill from the 
infection. The likelihood of 
transmission to humans and 
horses can be decreased by per- 
sonal mosquito avoidance and 
the use of EEE and WNV vac- 
cine in horses. There is no vac- 
cine available for humans, 
health officials said. 

“It is reasonable to assume 
that mosquito-borne viruses are 
likely circulating between mos- 
quitoes and birds in all parts of 
Ed@ambia County,” said 
Esehmbia County Health 
Department Environmentalist 
Casey Grant. “Everyone should 
try to avoid exposure to mosqui- 
toes.” 

Mosquitoes ‘that can spread 
these viruses among birds: are 


commonly found in urban and . 


suburban communities as well 


.as rural, freshwater swamp 


areas. They will bréed readily in 
storm sewers, ditches, waste 
lagoons and in artificial contain- 
ers around one’s home. Health 
officials said it is imperative that 
homeowners do a_ careful 
inspection around their homes 
to be sure nothing holds water 
for longer than three days. 

Mosquito-borne virus surveil- 
lance. has been conducted 
statewide for the past five 
years. During that that time, 
EEE, WNV, St. Louis 
Encephalitis Virus, and La 
Crosse Encephalitis Virus have 
been detected. Epidemiologists 
point out that EEE can be more 
dangerous to people and other 
mammals than other mosquito- 
borne viruses, but that the same 
mosquito prevention measures 
reduce exposures to both. The 
health department will continue 
to notify officials of test results 
and recommended methods of 
prevention. 

Since mosquitoes are com- 
monly found throughout much 
of Alabama, health officials 
offer practical strategies for the 
mosquito season: 

PERSONAL PROTECTION; 
CLOTHING AND AROMAT- 
Ics 

- Wear loose-fitting, light-col- 
ored clothes to help prevent 
mosquitoes from reaching the 
skin and to retain less heat, mak- 
ing yourself less “attractive” to 
mosquitoes. Mosquitoes are 
mor attracted to dark colors. 

When possible, wear long 
danves and long pants. 

- Avoid perfumes, colognes, 
fragrant hair sprays, lotions and 
soaps, which attract mosquitoes. 
PERSONAL PROTECTION; 


- Follow the label instructions 


on the skin 
- When usi avoid 


’ _— 


- Apply DEET repellent on 
arms, legs and other exposed 
areas but never under clothing. 

- After returning indoors, 
wash treated skin with soap and 
water. 

- Citronella candles and repel- 
lents containing citronella can 
help, but their range is limited. 

Herbals such as cedar, gerani- 
um, pennyroyal, lavender, cin- 
namon, and garlic. are not very 
effective.

- Mosquito activities peaks at 
dusk and again at dawn; restrict 
outdoor activity during ty 
hours.

The Elba City School Board 


met Tuesday evening, Sept. 11, 
in the board room.

Coffee County BOE members 
vote to adopt FY2008 budget

The Coffee County Board of 


"Education met last Thursday, 


Sept. 13, and voted to adopt the 
Fiscal Year 2008 budget. 

Superintendent Dr.- Linda 
Ingram noted the financial out- 
look for the gchool system still 
looks good. She added that the 
school system is spending some 
money to upgrade facilities. 

The total revenues for the 
FY 2008 budget equal 
$21,032,022. From that figure 
$15,244,330 are state revenués, 
$1,831,532 are federal rev- 
énues, $3,931,160 are local 
revenues and $25,000 are from 
other sources. 

The total expenditures for the 
approved budget equal 
$22,852,263. This includes 
$10,724,615 for instructional 
services, $2,753,486 for 
instructional support services, 
$1,853,744 for operation and 
maintenance, $2,406,228 for 
auxiliary services, $740,774 for 
general administrative services, 
$3,823,000 for capital outlay, 
$412,819 for debt services and 
$137,567 for other expendi- 
tures. 

The beginning fund balance 
(Oct. 1) will be $6,583,446 
with an ending fund balance 
(Sept, 30) of $4,861,972. 

Upon Dr. Ingram’s recom- 
mendation, board members 


voted unanimously to approve 
the FY2008 budget as present- 


ed, Two public hearings were 
held prior to approval of the 
budget for input from the com- 
munity, 


Board .members.did note that 
‘the budget, as always, is a work 


in progress. 

The: only other action, taken 
by board members during last 
Thursday's meeting involved 
personnel. 

Dr. Ingram presented board 
members with a few personnel 
recommendations, and board 
members voted unanimously to 
approve the recommendations,
